ENGLAND. 

In the House of Lords, on the 4lh of July, 
■the bill to meliorate (he criminal co le had its 
sFeond reading, on motion of Lord Denman. — 
On the 5th a bill to place graduates of Durham 
College and the London University on the same 
-footing with those of Oxford and Cambridge, 
witli regard to practising at law, was read a 
second time, oil motion ol Lord Brougham. 

In the Commons, June 30, Air. Spring Rice 
brought forward the budget He stated his in- 
ability to propose any farther reduction of the 
ensuing year. 

Mr. Hume attributed the causes of the mo- 
netary crisis, in the first place, to the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer in contracting the 25,- 
000,0001. loan; and, ill the next place, to the 
conductor the H-ink of England after the loan 
had been contracted.

GERMANY. 

Frankfort, June 30. 

Something sinister is preparing in the Died. 
The Count of Munch Bullinghausen, the pre- 
sent minister of Austria, has made visits to the 
Grand Duke of Baden at Garlsrhue, and to (he 
King of Wiirtemburgh at Stutgard. Prince 
Mettemich himself is going to Munich. I have 
every reason to believe (hat some ordinance is 
meditated ngair.-v the rights of constitutional 
charum rs in this country. The petty and in- 
lependent sovereigns of these constitutional 
states have this time, however, made resistance 
the object to reactionary measures not demand- 
ed by the circumstances of the time. They are 
by no means ihclinod to adopt the strained po- 
licy of the new King of Hanover, whose oath 
of allegiance to (he Queen of England, by the 
bye, has roused and hurt the pride of the Ger- 
man courts prodigiously. The kings of the 
rest of Europe, they sav here, were but prince? 
of the Holy Roman Empire. Are the tables so 
turned that a German king may sit and do 
obeisance us an English peer? What will be 
(he policy of King Erne?t of Hanover, with res 
pect to the Prussian commercial union? 'The 
question becomes more com|riicated by the fact 
of a treaty of commerce insuring reciprocal ad 
vantages having been concluded between Han- 
over and Austria a few days previous to King 
William’s death . If this be adhered to, which 
it must, Hanover can only enter the Prussian 
league in conjunction with Austria. 

KINGDOM OF NAPLES. 

Advices from Naples of the 20(h of June 
state that the cholera is cm the increase. The 
government was occupied with precautions to 
prevent its increase and to succor the persons 
attacked. For several days previous to the 
20th of June, the number or cases have been 
from 360 to 370, and of deaths from 250 to 260. 
Although the people are in a state of conster- 
nation, the city is free from disturbances. In 
the hospitals th^ rrisposition are made. — 
The clergy were carrying the saints through the 
streets with the greatest pomp.

Lu lest from Smyrna — By the Casket at Bos 
ton, the Editors of the New York Journal of 
Commerce have received Smyrna papers to May 
20th, together with the following letter dated 
Smyrna, May 23, 1837. 

At a late hour to-day, I learn that the Cask- 
et, American brig, i? to sail this morning; and 
so must be short. The Plague seems to be on 
the increase, and will probably continue to in- 
crease for a time at least. It iseftid that from 
one to two hundred Turks die of it uaily. I 
think it not improbable that half this number, 
perhaps more, do in fact die. From (our lo 
fifteen, among the other population, are re- 
ported, and the number of these is not likely 
to be much' exaggerated. All alarm is past; 
and a regular quarantine is observed by most 
peisofls a~ide from Turks. Some of (hem also, 
it is said, begin to (tike some precautions. 
Their religious belief that whatever is to hap- 
pen to them cannot he escaped, leads them gen- 
erally* to take no precautions, although fully 
« ware of the contagious ndtmc of the di : oa«c. 

Within a few day? past, a French physician, 
thoroughly educated, has come here fur the 
purpose ol ascertaining the nature of the plague, 
and located himself at the Greek Plague Hos- 
pital. Ik* pays every attention to the patients 
as deliberately ns in ordinary disease?. He 
was, 1 understand, several month? at Alexan- 
dria during the prevalence of the Plague there. 
He has fair belief in the contagion of thrdis- 
ea?e, and says Ik* knows not why he basso long 
escaped being infected. He has been commis- 
sioned by the authorities to make whatever ar- 
rangements he pleases in the Hospital; with an 
order from the Governor that if any thing be- 
falls the Doctor from poison or other like cause, 
thelivesof the attendants shall go for hi? life. 
He i? said to be a man of first rate abi ities; 
and has changed the state of (he hospital so 
entirely, that the people now feel it a privilege 
to he taken there to receive his attentions.

CHIPPEWA TREATY. 

Articles of a i’reaty made and conclu- 
ded at St. Peters, (the confluence of the 
Si. Peters and Mississippi Rivers) in 
the Territory of Wisconsin, between 
the United Stales ot America, by their 
Commissioner Henri Dodoe, Govern- 
or ol said Territory, and the Chippewa 
Nation of Indians, by their Chiefs and 
head men. 

Article 1st. The said Chippewa Na- 
tion cede lo the United Stales all that 
••net of country included within ihe fol- 
lowing boundaries: Beginning at the 
junction of the Crow Wing and Missis- 
ippi Rivers, between twenty and thirty 
miles above where the Mississippi is 
crossed by the fortv.sixlh parallel of 
North latitude, and running thence to 
he north point of Lake St. Croix, one of 
the sources of the St. Croix river, thence 
to and along the division ridges, bet ween 
the waters of Lake Superior and those of 
the Mississippi, to the sources of the 
Ocha-sun-sepo, a tributary of the Chip- 
pewa river; thence lo a point on the 
Chippewa river, twenty miles below the 
outlet of Lake de Flambeau, thence to 
the junction of the Pelican and Wiscon- 
sin rivers ; thence on an east course 
twenty five miles, thence southerly on a 
course parallel with that of the VViscon- 
sin river to the line dividing the territo- 
ries of Chippewa and Menominee, thence 
to the Plover Portage, thence along 
the southern boundary of the Cltip- 
pawa country to the commencement of 
the boundry line dividing it from that of 



the Sioux, half a day's march below the 
falls on the Chippewa river, thence with 
said boundary line to the mouth of the 
Wha-tap river at its junction with the 
Mississippi, and thence up the Mississip- 
pi to the place of beginning. 

Art- 2. In consideration of the ces- 
sion aforesaid, the United States agree 
to make to Ihe Chippewa Nation, annu- 
ally for (he term of twenty years, from 
•the date of the ratification of this treaty, 
the following payments: 

1. Nine thousand five hundred dollars 
[to lie paid in money. 

2. Nineteen thousand dollars to be de- 
livered in goods. 

3. Three thousand dollars for estab- 
lishing three blacksmith shops, support- 
ing the blacksmiths, and furnishing them 
with iron and sleel . 

4. One thousand dollars for farmer, 
for supplying them and Ihe Indians with 
implements of labor, with grain or seed, 
and whatever else tray be necessary to 
enable them to barry on their agricultural 
pursuits. 

5. Five thousand dollars in provisions. 

G. Five thousand dollars in tobacco. 

The provisions and tobacco to bo de- 
livered at the same time with the goods, 
and the money to be paid at such time 
or times, as well as ihe place or places 
where they are lo be delivered, shall be 
fixed upon under tbe direction of ihe 
President of the United Slates.

If at the expiration of one nr 
more years, the Indians should prefer to 
receive goods instead of the nine thous- 
and five hundaed dollars agreed t” Be 
paid to them in money, they be at 

liberty to do so; or should ’’ ne y conclude 
to appropriate a portity,, 0 f that annuity 
lo the establishment dnd support of a 
school or schools a”;,ong them, this shall 
be granted they,. 

Art. 3. "I’he sum of one hundred 
thousand dollars shall be paid by the U, 
Si ates to the half breeds of the Chippe- 
wa Nation under the direction of the 
President. It is the wish of the Indians 
that their sub agents Daniel P. Bushnell 
and Miles M. Vineyard, superintend the 
distribution of this money among their 
half breed relations. 

Art. 4. The sum of seventy thousand 
dollars shall he applied to the payment, 
by Ihe United States, of certain claims 
against the Indians, of which amount 
twenty eight thousand dollars shall, at 
their request, be paid to William A. Ait- 
kin, thenty five thousand to Lyman M . 
Warren, and the balanco applied to the 
liquidation of other just demands against 
them, which they acknowledge to be the 
case with regard to that of Hercules L. 
Dousman for the sum of five thousand 
dollars, and they request that it be paid. 

Art. 5. The privilege of hunting 
and fishing, nnd gathering wild rice, upon 
the lands, the rivers and the lakes in- 
cluded in the territory ceded, is guaran- 
teed to the Indians during the pleasure 
of the President of the United Slates. 

Art. 6. This treaty shall be obliga- 
tory from and after its ratification by the 
President and Senate of Ihe United 
States. 

Done at St. Peters, in the Territory 
of Wisconsin, the twenty-ninth day of 
Julv, eighteen hundred and thirty-seven.

Extract ftom a Letter to the Editor of 
the New Orleans Bulletin , dated 

Matamoras, July 21st, 1837. 
“Dear Sir, — 'i'he magnanimity shown 
by the Texian Government in releasing 
all the Mexican prisoners in Texas, has 
been poorly reciprocated on the part of 
this Government, in ll.eir treatment of 
the Texian prisoners now coftfined in the 
quarters of this city. Among the num- 
ber ot prisoners taken on board tbe Tex- 
ian armed schooner Independence, is the 
Hon. Wm. II. Wharton, whose situation 
is truly deplorable, and it would appearj 
as if tiiis Government had particularly 
singled him out io wreak their vengeance 
nn:,n. Since his arrival in Matarnoras.j 
he has been confined in a very small 
room, bristling with the bayonets of his 
guards, without the possibility of seeing 
the light of heaven, except through iron 
grates, denied the privilege of writing or 
communicating with any one except his 
guard, dependent upon his own resour- 
ces for his daily food, not having even 
been offered this last by the Government, 
half devoured by the fleas, half suffocat- 
ed by heat, continually plundered by the 
guard, denied even medical aid when 
sick, his regular rest entirely destroyed 
at night by the horriffic screams of the 
sentinels within a few feet of his bed, 
render his situation miserable in the ex. 
treme. The above is the unvarnished 
truth, and I challenge the old pusillani- 
mous General Filasola, who has cotn-i 
mand here, to deny it. The conduct of 
this man towards Mr. Wharton can only 
be equalled by the most savage barbari- 
an in existence.

NINE DAYS LATER FROM ENG- 
LAND. 

The ship Emerald, at New York, 
brings Liverpool dates of 21st and Lon- 
don of 19th July, inclusive. 

New York advices to the 1st July were 
carried out to Liverpool in 18 days, by 
the packets Garrick and South America. 

Parliament was proroguted in person 
by the young Queen on 17th July, upon 
which occasion she delivered, with great 
grace and self-possession, the speech he 
low : 

The Speaker addressed her Majesty to 
the following effect: 

May it please your Majesty. 

We, your Majesty’s faithful Commons, 
attend you on this first occasion, since 
your Majesty’s accession lo the throne 
of this United Kingdom. We assure 
your Majesty that we cordially partici- 
pate in that strong and universal feeling 
of dutiful and affectionate attachment to 
your Majesty’s person which prevails 
among the free and loyal people, whose 
representative we are; and we trust that 
this feeling will he strengthened and con- 
firmed by a along course of constitution 
al, beneficent, and wise government. 

Several measures, and one of them es- 
pecially of the very greatest difficulty 
and importance, were recommended to 
our serious and deliberate consideration 
in Ihe gracious speech which was deli- 
vered by (be Lords Commissioners on 
the part of his late majesty, on the open- 
ing of the present session of Parliament. 
Circumstances have made it impossible 
that these measures should be perfected 
>n the course of the present session; but 
we cherish the hope that the care and de- 
liberation whiclt have been so earnestly 
bestowed upon them will not have been 
in vain, and will lead to their being here- 
after matured and carried into effect with 
general concurrence, and with a sine 
prospect of promoting the welfare and 
happiness of the people. 

We have passed an act establishing 
simple and definite rules for the execulion 
of wills. 'This measure, we confidently 
expect, will be found to be most benefi- 
cial, and will be received with satisfac- 
tion, because it tends to promote concord 
and happiness among a large portion of 
the community, by giving certainly anti 
security to the transmission of property. j 
The mitigation of the severity of the [ 
criminal law has engaged our most seri- 
ous attention, and wc have materially 
diminished the number of cases in which 
capital punishment is to be inflicted. 

In framing these measures wc have 
proceeded with the benefit of experience, ! 
which lias shown that (lin e punishments 
alone are effectual which carry with them 
a large portion of public sympathy and 
feeling, and we cordially rejoice that we 
have so far been able to give effect to 
those wise and humane principles of 
criminal legislation which have been 
generally diffused and approved. 

We entertain a confident hope that our 
efforts to mitigate the severity of the law 
will this day be sanctioned by your Ma- 
jesty’s approbation, and hereafter by Ihe 
judgment of an enlightened and grateful, 
people. — IV e have provided for the e.x-

THE PROROGATION. 

Her Majesty then read in. a clear and 
unfaltering tone, and with an unequa e 
sweetness of voice, the following most 
gracious speech: 

“My Lords and Gentlemen, 

“I have been anxious to seize the first 
opportunity of meeting you, in order that! 
I might repeat in person my cordial, 
thanks for your condolence upon Ihe 
death of his late Majesty, and for ihe ex- 
pressions of attachment and affection 
with which you congratulated me upon 
my accession to the throne. I am very 
desirous of renewing the assurance of 
my determination to maintain the 1 ro-j 
testant religion, as established by aw ; , 
to secure to all the free exercise of the 
rights of conscience; to protect the liber- 
ties and to promote the welfare ot all 
classes of the community. 

“I rejoice that in ascending the throne, 

I find the country in amity with! all for- 
eign powers; and while I faithfully P el ^" 
form the engagements of the crown, and 
carefully watch over the interests of my 
subjects, it shall he the constant object ot 
my solicitude to maintain the blessings 
of peace. 

“Gentlemen of the House of Commons: 

“I thank you for the liberal supplies 
which you have granted for ihe public 
service of the year, as well as the provis- 
ion you have made to meet the payments 
usually chargeable upon the civil list. 

“I will give directions that the public 
expenditure- in all its branches, be admin- 
istered with the strictest economy. 

“My Lords and Gentlemen: 

“In taking leave of this Parliament I 
return you my thanks for the zeal and as- 
siduity with which you have applied your- 
selves to the public business of tfie coun- 
ty- 

“Although your labors have unexpect- 
edly interrupted by ihe melancholy event 
which has taken place, I trust that they 
will have the beneficial effect of advan- 
cing the progress of legislation in a new 
Parliment. 1 perceive with satisfaction 
that you have brought to maturity some 
useful measures, among which i regard 
with peculiar interest the amendment of 
the criminal code, and the reduction of 
the number of capital punishments, 
hail this mitigation of the severity of the 
law as an auspicious commencement of 
my reign. 

“I ascend the throne with a deep sense 
of the responsibility which is imposed 
upon me; but I am supported by the con- 
sciousness of my own right intentions 
and by my depenence upon the protec- 
tion of Almighty God. it will be my 
care to strengthen our institutions, civil 
and ecclesiastical, by discret tmprave- 
ment, wherever improvement is required, 
and to do all in my power lo compose 
nnd allay animosity and discord. 

“Acting upon these principles, I shall, 
upon all occasions, look with confidence 
to the wisdom of Parliament and the af- 
fections of my people, which form tbe 
true support of the dignity of the crown, 
and insure the stability of the constitu- 
tion.” 

A hum of admiration that almost threa- 
tened to burst into a cheer, ran round 
the House as her Majesty closed the 
speech. 

The Lord Chancellor then said — It is 
her Majesty’s royai will and pleasure 
that this Parliament be prorogued to 
Thursday, the 10th day of August next: 
and this Parliament is accordingly pro- 
rogued to Thursday, the 10th day of Au- 
gust next. 

Immediately after this announcement 
her Majesty descended the throne, and 
quilted the House in the same order as 
she entered, except that she was now 
followed by the Duchess of Kent. As 
her Majesty left the House she smiled 
and flowed most graciously' to several 
Peeresses on either side. Having re- 
entered the slate carriage, her Majesty 
returned to the Palace, amid, the enthu- 
siastic cheers of a larger concourse of 
people than we ever remember to 
have seen assembled on any occasion 
when a prorogation of Parliament has 
taken place. 

On this occasion there was a most 
numerous attendance of the Peers and 
dignitaries, and a vast concourse of spec- 
tators . 

Throughout the ceremony the young 
Sovereign appeared to have maintain- 1 
ed her self-possession. When, however, i 
it was all over, and she had retired to! 
the unrobing rooms, she fainted. This! 
was, however, but a transient affec- 
tion. 

The Queen’s speech is variously con- 
sidered by different journals. 

'Thu London Times says of it, “it is 
on the whole, an inoffensive, albeit an 
inane document.” 

The Chronicle per contra says, “it cor 
responds in sentiment with the declara- 
tion at Kensington, and is distinguished 
by Ihe beauty of its language. * * 

* * We have a Queen thoroughly in 

the interest of the people.” 

“The Morning Herald considers it 
“as more remarkable for words, than for 
deeds — it is short, and, as we understand 
it, not inappropriate.” 

The Morning Advertiser characterises 
it as “of much greatef. importance than 
is usual on such occasions,” and then 
goes on to commend especially the grace- 



Tlie Morning Post calls it, “in all im- 
parts, a conservative speech — so much 
so, indeed that we cannot but marvel by- 
what proeess the Ministers concocted:, 
it.”

LATER FROM ENGLAND;. 

Four packet ships have arrived ac. 
New York — the Sheridan, Columbus-, 
Mediator, and George Washington. The 
latter brings London dates of 24th and 
Liverpool of 25th July. 

The elections for the new Parliament 
had commenced, and engrossed all ihe.- 
energies of the people and the press] 

Cotton continued to to decline, though 
the condition of the markets generally 
was favorable. Money had become ve- 
ry plenty at London, and stocks had ad- . 
vanned. 

The news from Spain, announcing; 
that Don Carlos was retiring on the king- 
dom of Murcia, is considered by gentle- 
men conversant with that country to be 
exceadingly favorable to the Queen’s 
cause. 

Reports from Liverpool state the death 
of Sir Robert Peel. That these reports 
may be well founded, is to be inferred- 
from the annexed extract, which we find, 
in the Liverpool Albion of July 24: 

Alarming reports as to Sir Robert' 
Peel's health . — The London papers have 
delicately alluded, during the past week, 
to the state of the Right Honorable Bar- 
onet’s health. Yesterday, it was cur- 
rently reported in Liverpool, and, appa- 
rently on very good authority, that he 
had been given up by his medical at- 
tendants. His disorder was, at first-,, 
supposed to be sciatica, a rheumatic af- 
fection of the hip joint, and he went to* 
Buxtom There his complaint came 00 
with great violence, and proved to be a 
lumber abscess, for which it is said he 
has been operated on,, and which, will 
either suddenly, or gradually but cer- 
tainly, be fatal to him. Medical men- 
agree, that, if he has this complaint up- 
on him, he can never again enter upon 
parliamentary duties. We give the re- 
port as we received it, and have good 
reason for believing that it is too true. 

The Royal Gazette of 17th contains 
the appointment of the new Ministry, and 
a list of the household. All the Lords in. 
waiting, opposed to the Government, are. 
left out — among them, one of the lata 
King’s natural sons, Lord Adolphus Fitz.- 
clarence. 

That veteran in the opposition ranks,. 
Mr. Coke, of Norfolk — who was a coun- 
ty member during our revolutionary 
war, and a constant friend to this coun- 
try — has been created Earl of Leicester 
and Holkhatn.and Viscount Coke. 

The duke of Roxbury had been creat- 
ed a British Peer, by the title of Earl of 
Innes. 

Among the new Knights art the pain- 
ters, A. Calcotl, R. A., and W. I. New- 
ton. 

Liverpool had elected the two Tory 
candidates, Lord Sandon and Mr. Cress‘ 
well, to the New Parliament. Mr. Ew- 
art and Mr. Elphinstone were their op- 
ponents. 

The Liverpool Times says that a su- 
perior steamer of 400 horse power, was. 
launched at Bristol on the 19th, interrd'- 
ed to run between Liverpool and New 
York. 

'The Queen hold her first drawing 
room on the 20th of July, at St. James’s 
Palace. The number in attendance was 
vastly greater than at any drawing room 
for many years. The paper says that 
nearly 2000 ladies and gentlemen were 
presented. ’The scene must have been 
rather curious, all being in mourning - 
dresses. . 

Money continues easy and plentiful 
both in llte discount market and on the 
stock Exchange; indeed so much so T th«t 
the principal brokers have declined to’ 
lake money from the country bankers at- 
2b per cent from day to day. 

The differences on the last Consol Ac- 
count have been paid to day without any 
difficulty, and money was offered upon 
stock to day for a shoit time at. U per- 
cent. Consols closed at 91 1 to b for' 
money, and the August account also. 

FRANCE. The Paris papers were, 
much occupied with the seizure of cer- 
tain papers at the houses of Messrs.. 
Walsh, Genoude and Berrver— Ihe for- 
mer editor of Le Monde and two other 
deputies— and all adherents of the exiled 
family. The seizure is alledged to have: 
been caused by information communicat- 
ed to the government, that the parties 
were engaged in a conspiracy. 

SPAIN. The advices from Madrid 
are to the 15th of July. The minister 
of the interior, Senor Pizarro, had been 
cisinissed, and Senor Acuna appointed 
in his place. 'I his change is ascribed to 
tne influence ofMendizabal and Calatra- 
va. There had been commotions in the 
capital, and some bloodshed, hut the dis- 
turbances were not considered alarming, 
although military precautions had been 
taken . 



Don Curios seems to lmvo abandoned 
Ids designs on Valencia. The latest tel- 
egraphic despatch, dated Bordeaux July 
IS), represents him as moving toward the 
province of Murcia, leaving Valencia on 
:his left . 

This movement was probably caused 
'by the result of an engagement between 
fthe main body of the Carlists, and the 
stroops of General Oraa, under the walls 
«of Valencia, said to have been fought on 
vtlie I3lh, in which the latter were victo- 
srlovs. 

Other accounts from Madri 1, state, 
•that on the 14th the Queen Regent 
^signed the bills for the withdrawal of the 
■sequestration on tbs property of Spanish 
(refugees, and also for confirming the do- 
■crees of amnesty . In the sitting of the 
■Cortes of the 15th, article 10, of the tithe 
:abolition bill was agreed to, whereby all 
•sale of ecclesiastical property was put 
san entire stop to, up to the year 1840. 

The Carlists were reappearing in the 
neighborhood of St. Sebastian; notin 
force, however, but in small marauding 
parties. The remains of the disbanded 
legion were to sail for England on the 
J/fih, with about 30 officers. A new 
brigade of 1200 men had been formed 
from the relics of the legion. 

ENGLAND. An important altera 
lion has been introduced into the stand- 
ing orders of the Commsns, by which all 
Railway Companies will in future be 
compelled, previous to applying for a bill 
to deposite in the Bank of England, ten 
-per cent of their estimated capiiol. 

Tine Magnetic Telegraph. — The 
New Wurt/.burg Gazette gives the lol- 
lowing of ihh 30th June, from Munich; 
— “Yesterday some astonishment was 
-excited among us by seeing on the roofs 
-of the loftiest houses in town, several 
men employed in passing iron wires, 
which extended from the towers of the 
church of Notre Dame, above the Isar, 
ns far as the Chateau d’Eau of Mount 
■Gasteigberg, from thence to the Obser- 
uatory of Bogenhausen, and back to the 
tower of Notre Dame. The wires are in- 
tended to exemplify a project of Profess- 
or Steiuheil, for tho conveyance of Intel- 
ligence by means of electric magnetism. 
It is staled that in two seconds communi- 
cation might possibly be conveyed from 
Lisbon to St- Petersburg!), by means of 
a telegraph of this description.” 

SPAIN. 

The head quarters of Don Carlos, on 
the 9th of July, were at Almenara, four 
leagues from Valencia, and on the 10th, 
1«s advanced posts were within two and 
a half leagues. A portion of -the suburbs 
had been carried by the besiegers. Oraa, 
svith nine thousand men, was advancing 
to the relief of Valencia, t’lie English 
frigate Barham had landed two hundred 
and seventy artillery men, who were 
placed at the disposal of the command- 
ant of Valencia. Espartero was advan- 
cing on Valencia to resume the command. 
A general engagement under the walls 
of that place was expected.

As no doubt is entertained that the lorco can 
he raised without delay, anil be ready to pro- 
ceed immediately to Florida, I have given the 
necessary instructions for mustering it into ser- 
vice, and for having provision made for its trans- 
portation and snbsistance to Florida s am' the 
officers charged with these duties will lie re- 
qnied to report to you for information as to the 
part of the State where their presence will, in 
the first instance, he necessary.

Si r> -The continuance of (he war in Flori- 
da renders it necessary once more to avail our- 
selves of t lie courage and patriotism of the 
brave Tennesseean”. General Jessup has been 
directed to call upon ynur Excellency for inch 
militia nnd volunteer force as he may require 
for the next campaign in Florida. It would 

be very desirable if practicable, that the volun- 
teer companies so raised, should be detached 
from all regimental organization, ami be com- 
posed of not more than one hundred or less than 
sixty-eight privates. 

General Jesup will designate the description 

of troops he requires; but it is important to 

have about two hundred men accustomed to 
ttie use and care of horses, who can proceed to 
Florida hy water anil be there mounted . The 
volunteers may lie engaged for six months un- 
less sooner discharged. 

As the time is short, the troops being requir- 
ed in October, I write in anticipation of Gene- 
ra! Jesup’s call upon j on, in the hepe that yon 
will be induced to take such measures as may 
suggest themselves to you to procure as early 
as possible, the volunteers he will require.

Accident on mthe Baltimore ami Wash-' 
isgton Rail Road. — The train of passenger! 
cars which left Baltimore at 9 o’clock on Sat-; 
urday morning, proceeded within three miles 
and a half of Washington, when theflangeof 
one of the wheels of the locomotive engine 
struck the end of a rail projecting about halfj 
an inch out of its proper place, ami got off the 
track. The locomotive ran about thirty yards' 
in the sail, when the exletree broke and fell 
over in a galley three or four feet deep, the 
baggage car running on she tender, and instant- 
ly crushing it to atoms. The two large cars 
containing the passengers were driven against 
the baggage car, hut very fortunately no per- 
son in them was in jured. The only one hurt 
wasu fireman named II innan, whowasthrown 



from the engine where il fell, and was burnt by 
the coals which flew over him. The engineers 
and conductors had time to leap from the cars 
before the locomotive turned over. 

There were about fifty passengers in the train 
among them the Hon. J . A. Pearce, of Mary- 
land, and the Hon. W. Tierney, of Tennessee, 
members of Congress; R. S. Coxe, Esq. and 
family of Washington, nnd Col. W. Niles and 
family of Baltimore. The accident fortunate- 
ly occurred on a part of the road ivliich passes 
over a plain, or (he consequences might have 
qeen more serious. As it was, the shock was 
so slightly felt that mo3t of the passengers were 
totally ignorant of the danger they had escap- 
ed, until the sudden stoppage of the cars caused 
them to look out upon the overturned engine 
emitting steam and smoke at their side.

OUR INDIAN Ah FAIRS. — We learn by 
nn express which arrived here, on Thursday 
from General Jeso p’s Head Quarters, that in- 
formation had reached there that the Indians 
were assembled in great numbers in the neigh- 
borhood of Fort King. They expressed noth- 
ing hut the most friendly intentions as usual. — 
Orders however, have been given to the com- 
manders of posts to be on thealert. It is said 
to he General Jessup’s opinion that they con- 
template an attack upon some point, he has 
gone to Fort King. General J. has ordered 
the purchase of horses and mules for the ensu- 
ing campaign. 

The force to he employed in the coming cam- 
paign will be large, nnd we are inclined to 
think, very efficient. The 1st and part of the 
2d Regiments of Infantry, and the remainder) 
of tiro 24 Regiment of Dragoons, have been or- 1 
tiered to Florida, Rild From 1500 to 2000 Vol- 
unteers, i-iostly Floridians, and we(l mounted,; 
have been raised, organised, and mustered into 
the service of the United States* together with 
a thousand Indians, of various nothern tribes, 
now on their way to Florida. The whole ar- 
my will probably Be composed of about 6,000 
men. 



But with all this force to be in the field we 
cannot venture to predict the result, so many 
well appointed armies anvc been in the field 
nnd so many have been our disappointments 
and failures from unforseen causes, that we can 
form no certain opinions as to the result of the 
next operatiens of the array. The opinion is 
expressed by some, that when they and the 
large and overwhelming forces which will he 
brought against them, they will make an un- 
condition surrender.
